Acting Secretary Jenks has transmitted the 
circular to the civil cervice commission for 
such action as they may deem proper. It is 
mainteined by the officers of the interior de- 
_ partmentthat the Pennsylvania state commit- 
tee have, by directing the letters specifically 
. tothe employes, to be delivered by carriers in 
ihe government buildings, committed a breach 
' of section 12 of the civil service act, which 
reads 2s follows: 
oo 12, That no pertoneshall inany bui.d-

value for any political purpose whatever. 

Seciiou 1l of the same act expressly forbids 
such sclicitations by any prson in the service 
of the United States in any place, and it ia 
probable that an éxamination wiil be made to 

' ascertain whether any of the members of the 

committee fall within the scope of the section. 
The names of the nineteen members of the 
Pennsylvania committee are printed in the 
circular and, it is said, some of them are now 
in the government employ.

THE WATERWAYS. 


A Coxventicn in Si. Paniia Favor of La 
age a Appropriations, 

T. aul, Minn., September 4.—Whe 
netional waterways convention met Pica 
prayer was dispensed with. Mr. Chase, of 
Omaha, stated that th resolution which had 
been perfected would be generally accepta- 
ble to the convention, although 
they’ asked for liberal appropriations* 
There was, he said, $500,000,000 lying idle in 
the treasury. The great northwest had aid 
& good part of thissum, and wanted tos are 
its benefitsin the way of improved water- 
ways. Iie protested that there was no hos- 
tility intended to the railroads. 

Ignatius Donnelly, ex-congressman,took the 
pistform, and said the convention 
was an organized raid onthe treas 
United States.

Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, addressed the 
convention. He assured the members that 
they would find the south ready and anxious 
to join with the north in securing a better 
means of water ways, and pledged himself to 
voice the sentiments of the convention in 
copgrers. 

The resolutions reported by the committee 
and adopted by the convention are very long 
and comprehensive. Among them are the 
following: 

_ Resolyed, That we favor any meritorious pro- 
shag for increased water traneporting facilities 

y which the general interest 0 
the whole country may be conserved, and we 
commend a liberal policyin this regard to the 
careiul consideration and intelligent support of 
congress, but we deem the immediate and perma- 
nent improvement of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers and their navigable tributaries, according 
to some Comprehensive plan embraciog the whole 
eubject of permanent importance. 

Resolyed, That the Mississippi river, from the 
falls of Saint Anthony to the gulf of Mexico, is 
the great natural highway for the commerce of 
the west, and the distance between said falis and 
the mouth ot the Ohio river being more than half 
the distance of the navigable water of said river. 

Resolved, That a sufficient appropriation 
should be made to give at least six feet of water 
in the Mississippi river from Cairo to the Falls of 
St. Anthony, at theearliest practicable day, and 
thatweurge upon congress that an immediate 
appropriation be made for theamount neces iry 
to complete the solid work, and wealso favor 
continuing liberal appropriations by congress for 
the improvement of the Mississippi river, from 
Cairo to the Gull, 

Resolved, That an arpropriation should be made 
by congress for the imprevement of the naviga- 
tion of the Miesissippi to the navigable sources 
thereof in accordance with the recommerdation 
of the government engineers, and we recommend 
to congress a careful consideration of the report of 
the resident engineers to the war department on 
the reserve railroad system of the upper Missis- 
sippi. 

The other resolutions favor in like manner 
the improvement of the Missouri, Illinois, 
Obio and other tributaries of the Mississippi, 
and aleo the completion of the Hennipin 
cenal. 

Judge Frye, of New York, addressed 
the convention on; the Florida ship canal, 
which was the route by which the products 
should go to foreign markets, saving 1,600 
miles and avoiding the dangers of the gulf 
stream. The amount of losses by lack of this 
canal in teu years had been seventy- 
five million, with five million 
dollars extra ineurance added.. He reviewed 
the history of the canal, declaring that the 
Fiorida ship canal would be the best in the 
world. He wasasked how muchit would 
cost. He eaid $55,000,000, more or less, 
by the gevernment. [More laughter.] He 
said they had a syndicate organized in Europe 
who agreed to cut it through in eighteen 
months. He favored the Mississippi, as God 
had made it the greatest natural waterway in 
the world. The Hennipin canal was also a 
good thing and badly needed.

TESTING THE QUESTION. 


The Coratituationality of the Civil Service 
Commission Brought up. 

New York, September 4.—Suit has been 
commenced in the United States circuit 
court to test the constitutionality of the civil 
service law. Outhe petition yesterday, of 
the United States, ex rel, James A. Huxkley, 
a quo warranto order was presented by Judge 
Wallers returnable on the 25th inst., requir- 
ing Dorman B, Eaton, and 
other civil service commissioners, to show 
ceuse before the court why defendants 
exercised unconstitutional powers. The peti- 
tion sets torth in the complaint the acts and 
duties of the commissioners under the civil 
service act, and urges that the defendants, 
under color of the act, are limiting the powers 
of and divesting the president of the duties 
and responsibilities visited in him by the con- 
stitution, limiting his power and choice of 
nomination to persons presented to him by 
the defendants, and prohibiting said president 
from sppointing any other citizen or person 
to office, and so compel the president to 
submit the qualifications and fitness of 
nominations of persons for public service to 
them, instead of the senate of the United 
States, after nomination, as required by the 
constitution. It is urged in the petition that 
the president cannot exercise his constitu- 
tional power to appoint in his discretion, and 
the detendants, under color of the civil service 
act, supervise the conduct of the officers of 
the government mentioned in sections 115, 
158 of the act, usurped and exercised the pow- 
ers and duties which cannot be legally delega- 
ted to, nor invested in them by citizens of the 
United States. The complainant asks for a writ 
compelling the commissioners to answer by 
what right they exercise or clatm to exercise 
the right or power, or to do the duties, acts or 
things set forth, and that the rule be made 
that this information be filed, and that the 
defendants aforesaid show cause why afore- 
said information should not be filed.

KILLING THE CHINESE. 


FRIGHTFUL REPORTS FROM THE 
SCENB OF THB RIOTS. 


How the Miners Organized to Atteck the Celestiais 
~The Toroh Set to rheir Houses and the 
Fiesing Wretches Shot Dead ee They 
Ban—4}2allfcr Troops, Etc , Ete. 


Loox Sprines, Wy., September 4,—A giance 
over the battleground of Wednesday reveals 
the fact that many ot the bullets fired at the 
fleeing Chinamen found their mark. Lying 
in the smouldering embers where Chinatown 
stood were found ten charred and shapeless 
human trunks, sending up a noisome stench 
that smelled to heaven, while another, 
which had _ evidently been dragged 
from the eshes by hogs, was found in a sage 
brush near by. The search resulted in find- 
ing the bodies of five more Chinamen, killed 
by rifle shots while fleeing from their pursu- 
ers. All were placed in pine coffins and 
buricd yesterday afternoon. Some six or 
eight ethers were found eeriously wounded, 
and were cared for by the railroad officials. 
The coroner’s jury has.rendered a verdict to 
the effect that the dead came to their death 
at the hands of parties unknown. 

THE REFUGEES HEARD FROM, 

Reports from along the line of railroad are 
to the effect that Chinamen have been arriy- 
ing at the small stations east and west of here, 
and they say that a large number of fugitives 
were wounded by Wednesday’s attack, and 
that many haye perished in the hills. It is 


fesred that it will be found that no less than 
60 lost their lives, when all the returns 
are in. The trouble has been brewing for 
months. The contractors who run the mines 
have been importing Chinamen in large num- 
bers and discharging white men, until over 
eix hundred celestials were in their employ. 
Jt is said that the mine bosses have favored 
Chinamen to the detriment of the white 
miners, and it needed only a spark to kindle 
the flame. This was furnished by a 
quarrel between a party of ce- 
lestials and whites in mine No. 6, over 
their right to work in a certain chamber. 
fight ensued, and the Chinamen were 
worsted, four of them being badly wounded, 
one of whom has since died, The white 
miners then came out, armed themselves with 
fire arms, and notified the men in the other 
ihree mines to come out in the afternoon. 
Meantime all was oxcitement in China town. 
The flsg was hoisted as a warning and the 
Chinese working in the different parts of the 
camp fied to their quarters. . After dfnner the 
saloons were closed, and no liquor was sold 
THR ATTACK MADE. 

The miners gathered on the front streets, 
abcut one hundred of them armed with guns, 
revolvers, hatchets and knives, and proceeded 
towards Chinatown. Before reaching there 
they sent a committee of three, warning the 
Chiznamen to leave in an’ hour. This they 
—— todo, and started to pack up, but in 
about a heif hour, the white men 
grew impatient, and advanced upon 
the Chinese quarters, shouting and 
firing their guns intothe air. Without offer- 
ing any resistance, the Chinese fied with 
whatever they could snatch up. They fled to 
the bills about a mile east of town, the miners 
fring at them asthey fled. The miners then 
ret fre to some of the houses, and soon eight 
or ten of ihe largest houses were in flames. 
Half choked with fire and smoke 
numbers of Chinamen came rushing from the 
burning buildings, and with blankets and bed 

uilts over their heads to protect themselves 
rom the stray rifle shots, they followed 
their brothers intothe hills at the top of their 
epeed. A laundry in town was next visited, 
and the inoffensive inmates shot dead. All 
the employes of the coal department of the 
railroad were ordered to leave town, which 


they didon the evening traim. During the 


night all of the Uhinese~-howses” in 
town, numbering nearly 50, were burned to 
the ground. A number of Chinamen, who 
wore hiding, fled from the burning buildings. 
It is rumored that the Mormon miners in the 
camp ere to be ordered out, but no action in 
this direction has yet been taken. The 
miners here are entirely unorganized in the 
crusade, and although a large numbar of 
them are Knights of Labor, the move was not 
made under their direction. The miners 
have not been working since the riot. Busi- 
ness is almost entirely suspended and every- 
thing is quiet. 
THE CALL FOR TROOPS. 

Cuicaco, September 4 —A dispatch was re- 
ceived from Governor Warren, at the military 
headquarters in this city vesterday, mention- 
ing the attack upon the Chinamen at Rock 
Springs, stating his inability to suppress the 
riotand calling for troops. The telegram 
came through General Howard’s headquarters. 
General Schofield forwarded the 
call to Washington for the 
action of the president, and telegraphed to 
Governor Warren that he must esk the presi- 
dent for assiseance, as the law prohibits the 
uee of United States troops for such purpose 
without his order. At the same time General 
Schofield directed the soldiers at Fort Steele 
and Fort Bridger, two posts near Rock Springs, 
to be in readiness to move the moment the 
order came from Washington. 

THA CALL CONSIDERED. 

Wasxinoton, September 4—Governor War- 
ren, of Wyoming territory, today telegraphed 
to the president and secretary of 

Washington requesting 
the assistance of federal troops 
in euppressing the disturbance at Rock 
Sprivgs, Wyoming territory, caused by the 
massacre of the Chines laborers by the min- 
ers. A copy of the telegram was forwarded 
to Secretary Endicott, at his home in Massa- 
chusetts. Adjutant General Drum had a con- 
ference with Secretary Bayard, as to the best 
course to pursue in the matter, and it was de- 
cided, in view of the informality of the 
call for troops, not to disturb the president 
with the question, but instead to issue orders 
for the United States troops to proceed to the 
scene of disturbance for the agi of pro- 
tecting tho United States mails. The soldiers 
are to keep open the route over which 
the mails are carried, and to prevent 
any interference with them. Adju- 
tant General Drum, therefore, telegraphed 
to Mejor General Schofield, at noes to 
order two companies to proceed immediately 
to the ecene of distuabance, for the purposes 
indicated, It is ope that the presence of 
the troops will tend to prevent any further 
trouble. Under the Jaw the 

resident can only recognize appeals 
for military assistance when e by 
the governor and the legislature of a state, or 
territory, or when made by the governor alone 
when the legislature is not in session and can 
not be convened in time to meet the emergen- 
cy. Intbe present case Governor Warren 
alone made the appeal, but neglected to give 
the desired information about the legislature. 

PICKING UP THE CHINESE. : 

Curresye,W. T., September 4.—E thing 
is quiet at Carbon, Rock Bprings and Evans- 
ton. The precautionary measures taken 7 
Governor Warren and the railroad offic: 
will probably prevent further depredations. 
The Chinamen driven out of Rock Springs 
are gradually being picked up by the 
trains going west, and taken to Evanston, 
where one thousand Chinamen are living. 
Theee Chinese residents of Evanston are pre- 
paring to defend themselves, and purchase all 
the guns and ammunition in the market. The 
people of Wyoming generally insist that the 
shy partice be detected and punished to the 
full extent of the law. ;

The 
new state law known as the Barry ten-hour 
law goes intoeffect September 158, and thus tho 
strikers are anticipating this law. The mill 
men show no inclination to vield, and there is 
every prospect of the shingle mills remaining 
idle for some time. 


The Can-Mekers Go to Work. 

Battimore, September 4.—A compromise 
was aflected between the operator can-makers 
and the employers. The operatives demanded 
55 and 60 cents per hundred, and accepted 50 
and 55 cents. The same offer was made by 
the employers on the day thestrike was in- 
augurated, end rejected by the employes. The 
ola prices were 40 and 45 cents per hundred.

AN INTERVIEW WITH SECRSTARY 
OF STATE BAYARD. 


The American Government will Not Originate an 
Investigation ofthe Caseof Riel, andis Not 
Disposed to Do Much, Bvenif the Vase 
is Fresented by His Friends. 


Quansc, September 4.—Major Mallett, an 

influential Frepeh Canadian, now in the 
United States, sends a communication to 
Riel’s sympathizers, in which he gives the 
substance of an interview held with Secretary 
Bsyard, respecting Riel’s case, as follows: 
_ 1. The American government will not take the 
initiative im researches to be made to establish 
Kiel’s titie to American citizenship, or his rights 
in that quality. 

2. Up to the present the American government 
has not given any attention to the question be- 
yond inquiring from the war department as to the 
tiuth of the statement that Biel was made a pris- 
oner on American soil, This inquiry having heen 
made on the demend of a citizen of New York, 
who asked@ for information on the subject. 

3. The government will not consider tha quer. 
tion in any way unles it be presented fog its con- 
sideration ina formal way witha stateme it in 
writing of the full, and the argument; upon 
which the application fcr its intervention is ba-ed. 

i. The government is not disposed to investi. 
gate the facts, or to review the proceedings of the 
court which passed judgment on Riel, unless it is 
rhown that Riel’s trial wes couducted accordinp 
to more vigcrous methods than would be adopted 
ip the trial of asubject of her majesty, the queen, 
uncer like circumstances. 

5. The goverument recogniz°*s the principle 
that every country has the right to determine for 
itself what constitutes treasou, and is not disposed 
Lo quéstion the right of Canada to have tried Kiel 
for treason, if be were an American citizen by 
birth or process of paturalization. The secretary

Oxe of them was that they reflected upon the 
honesty and integrity of Governor Colquitt, 
who, at the time the transaction took place 
was governor of Georgia, and Geveral Gordon, 
who, as agent of the Georgia-Pacific railway, 
made the purchase. 

The other reason was that the resolutions 
provided for sending for persons and papers, 
which would be quite expensive to the state.

Some of my happiness, 
he taid in effect, | owe to my humble ances- 
iry—to the long line of obscure sailors and 
ignorant peatanis of whom my genius is the 
outcome. For you simple country folk, then, 
the beat thing is for you to remain as you are, 
for in coing so.you are notonly storing up 
those “‘vast reservoirs of ignorancs”’ from 
which future briliiant intellectual develop- 
ments will proceed, but you will yourselves 
be bappier, and, in the best sense, wiser msa 
for your ignorance. ‘I dread for humanity,” 
M. Renan went on tosay in remarkable words, 
“the day when know/)edge shal! have psnetrat- 
edallitestrata. Whence then would come the 

instinctive eentiments—bravery, is 80 
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ing to do with reflection, 


‘hereditary, that noble ldve which 
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which ere in us, yet independent of us, and 
form the best part of the eppanage of a race 
end of a nation?’

Throughout the State on the Senate Bil! to 
Modify the Kailread Commission Law, 
The Americus Recorder says: The senate com- 
mittee on* railroads has submitted a bill amend- 
ing the railroad commission law, which we think 
correc!s the most odious features of the law, 
while retaining all those provisions by which the 
people are protected from unjust discrimination. 


The new bill in substance takes away the arbitary 
power of the commission to fix rates, while at the 
same time it leaves them to act as guardian of the 
public interests, and to protect the pu Dlic sgatast 
extortion’ or unjust discrimination. We re- 
gard the bill as a fair one, as it 
gives the railroads a latitude 
in making rates such as is necessary in conducting 
any business, while atthe same time it throws 
ali necessary restrictions around them for the pro- 
tection of the public. It makes tue law to con- 
form with those of most other states, and re- 
moves the objections made by capitalists to -in: 
vesting their capital in railroads in this state. It 
is a just law, such as the Recorder has for several 
years been contending for, and we hope that it 
may sreedily go into force. 

The Saudersyille Herald and Georgian says: 

The railroad commission bill as now in torce, 
with the friction it engenders, and the adjust- 
mentof complications growing out of it is & 
“vexed question.,’”’ 

The same couvictions of duty thatlead to tie 
fostering of railroad enterprises in thestate, lead 
also to the constitution of a commission, that this 
great factor for public improvement should not 
become an engine for public oppression. To 
silence the clamor against oppressive rates by fix- 
ing just end equitable rates, and to see that no 
unjust discriminations were practiced, were 

mong the considerations that gave rise to the 
cGm mission. 

lt could not be expected that this massive add 
ponderous machinery could be at once harmont- 
cusly adjusted. Ipequalities and hardships have 
been caused in these attempts,and now the com- 
mittee of senators, after mature deliberation, 
have perfected a bill to obviate these differences 
While an investigation of its provisions shouid 
not be overlooked, yet the deliberate conclusions 
of sworn senators, selected as conservators of the 
general weal, should carry with them much of the 
force aud gravity of a verdict by an intelligent 

uly in the courts of the country. 

The apolishing of the commission is not de- 
manded by those that complain of bardsbips re 
ceived at their hancs; they only demand a modi: 
fication of their powers. 

A great law of trade is, that competition regu. 
lates prices, and in the metter of rates, ireightand 
patrsenger, doubtless competition has had far more 
to co in their reduction than other causes. The 
senate committee then has, we think wisely, left 
the fixing or making of rates to the corporations, 
and has placed the power to limit those rates tn 
the hands of the commissioners to prevent unjust 
charges @@fhis seems to cover the purpose for 
which the commission was created. While rail- 
reads should not be engines of oppression, yetsuch 
potent factors for rapid development shuuid not 
be trammelec. At preset the bill seems equita- 
bie; time may suggest other changes. 

‘he Rome Daily Bulletin says: 

indeed, this bill leaves the commission vested 
with the same power that the framers of the orizti- 
val Jaw intended to confer upon it. 

It was the complaint of unjust discrimination 
in the transportation of freight by the railroads 
of the state that gave origin tothe law creating a 
railway commission for Georgia. But this board 
of arbitrators has become a power from whose de- 
cisions it seems useless to appea!, and it can make 
or break railroads at the pleasure of its members. 

Ifleft without check the railroads would be 
pretty certain to arrange their rates for their own 
vain, end to great injury to certai niocalities, So 
itisabsolutely necessary to have a railroad com- 
inission, aud the bill which the senate committee 
bas agreed upon gives tne commirston every pow- 
er that should be vested in it And we think. with 
Hon. Pat Walsh, that such a bill, “not abolishing 
the commission, butshearine it of absolutism 
wili revive a wholesome development of the state 
aud open up the isolated regions of the common- 
wealth to commerce aud new life.’’

both subject to tH final decision 
by the courts of the country, 
1t is im pcCersible for the members of the legislature 
to give this subject the deep study which its im- 
portance demands. hence they have referred it to 
x COINmittee of intelligent gentlemen, who have 
taken it into consideration, and their conciusions 
are embodied inthis bill, This is a wise course to 
pursue,and itishoped thatthe wisdom oi the 
legislature will suggest the importance of this bill 
becoming a lew. 

There is one other feature that our legislators 
stbould not overlook. There is unquestionably at 
this time a disposition on the part uf capitalista to 
take @ mMOre active interests in railroads and ote: 
enterprises in thesoutbern states. It is not en 
cotiraging for thera to do so when confronted bya 
railrond law which denies them the freedom and 
contro: which tre accorded as a right to in 
VestOTs in mines, Manufactures or zgeneral oui 
ress. if it is true that some of the objectionab!: 
fentures ofthe law may be avoided. it may be 
consoling to those who already have their moner 
invested, butit isnot sufficient for those who 
have yet to put their money iv southern vertnres, 
Let us no longer bind the railroads hand and foot 
and pluck from their pockets the money to pay 
for the operation.

AlLumber Merchant Buysa Horse from ao Livery-~- 
Man—He Gives Gis Notes forthe Horse, and 
Leaves His Horse to Board—The Livery- 

Man Dectines to let the Horse Go. 


Norwood Fleming, the lumber dealer on 
Hunter street, at the corner of Thompson, and 
Jobn J. Hoffman, the liveryman at 47 Forsyth 
street, are now engaged in an interesting and 
badly mixed law suit.

a is in the shape of a possessory warrant. 
Several months ago Mr. Fleming purchesed 
e horee from Mr. Hoffman, for which he paid 
seventy-five dollers. No money, however, 
passed between the parties, Mr. Fleming giv- 
ing two notes of 
THEIRTY-SEVEN DOLLARS AND A HALF 
each, which Mr. Hoffman accepted. Tho 
notes were payable thirty and sixty deys after 
date, and were deposited in bank by the gen- 
tlemen to whom they were payable for coliee 
tion, After buying the horse Mr. Fleming 
roade a contract with, Mr. Hoffman for board 
and left the quadruped in the livery stable. 
Soon alter purchasing the horse from Mr. 
tofiman Mr. Fleming bought another horse 
which he also sent to the livery stabie to w- 
fed. The horses remained in Mr. Hoffman’s 
stable when not in use, and were sent out to 
Mr. Fleming when he called torthem. Thirty 
cays after Mr. Fleming purchased the horse 
from Mr. Hofimen 
THE FIRST NOTE FELL DUE 
but for some reason the maker failed to take it 
up. However, the note was pretected-by Mr. 
Nofimen, end he and Mr. Fleming came to a 
ratisfactory understanding about the matter 
snd their business relations rocked along 
evenly. During all this time the two horses 
were eating Mr. Hoffmen’s feed and Mr. Flem- 
ing Was peying money on that feed bill. 
Ou Saturdsy evening last Mr, Fleming sent 
his horees to the livery stable and they were 
stelled, curried and fed. The next morning — 
laet Sundsy—Mr. Fleming felt as reine Gi 
drive would do him good, and sent his boy to 
ihe stabie to get a horse and cart, but when 
the boy made known his instructions at the 
s a».e Mr. Hofiman 
REFUSED TO LET HIM HAVE 
the horse and cart, alleging that Mr. Fiem- 
ivg did not appear disposed to pay his in- 
debtedness. ‘This of course created hard feel- 
ings between the two men, and not being able 
themselves to adjust the trouble, they have 
goue to law. When Mr. Hoffman declined t 
let the horse out of the barn, Mr, Fleming 
knew that there was but one way to get what 
he called his property, and that was by law. 
On Mondey he went before Justice Tanner 
and swore out a possessory warrent for the 
two horses, a cart, a buggy and harness.
